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Kingston. Ont.. Nov, 18.— 
Queen's UniN-ersity is located in 
Kincston. Ontario, commonly 
called the "Limestone Citj%" 
which contain* approximately- 
000 pooplr The pity contains 
fonif ni'^sablp insliiiiuons. In ad- 
d.i.or. Queen "f there are 
R.M.C. and the Kingston Peni- 
tentiarj-. Following in the tra- 
dition of the eitj', practically all 
of Queen's buildingf are built o( 
]ime<*.cir.c. There are almoft 
thirlv bui]d;r.g5. ciOfcly group- 
ed around the campiu. 

This year Queen's is celebrat- 
ing its centennial year. It was 
founded 99 years ago by the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada, 
affiliated with the Church of 
Scotland, which, following the 
Scotch tradition, desired an 
educated Canadian mlnislrj-. 
The college grew slowly but 
surely, meeting and overcoming 
great difficulties. In 1854 the 
Medical faculty was establifhed, 
which, after surmounting seri- 
ous financial difficulticf. has 
become one of the best in Can- 
ada. 

Stndcnta from Everywhere. 

In 1B77, Dr. G. M. Grant be- 
came Principal, and under his 
direction the University in- 
creased in size and prestige. He 
knew Canada from coast to 
coast, and had a vision of what 
she might be. He determined 
to implement this vision by 
makk.g Queen's the .national 
University she has since be- 
come. Today every province of 
Canada is substantially repre- 
sented in the student body, not 
to mention those from- -the 
United States and foreign coim- 
tries. 

In 1883 the Ontario govern- 
ment founded the Ontario 
School of Mining. The school 
grew so rapidly that additional 
buildings had to be built. In 
1916 it amalgamated with the 
University to form the depart- 
ment of Applied Science. 
Q'jfe.rj s :£ espeçialiy strong in 
its Mining Department. There 
is a very large number of stu- 
dents from the mining districts 
of northern Ontario, and 
Queens gradusttt are to be 
found wherever mining is car- 
ried on. 

Dedicated to Nation. 

Queen's was founded by a 
Church, but was dedicated to 
the nation. As its constituency 
widened its constitution was 
widened, until in 1912, at a re- 
sult of an amicable agreement 
between the Church and the 
Tnisteee, an act was passed by 
the Dominion Parliament re- 
moving the last vestige of de- 
nominational control. The regis- 
tration has grown from 065 in 
1900 to 1800 in 1940. In addition 
Queen's has the largest extra> 
mural department of any Uni- 
versity in Canada. Including 
the extramural department, 
there is a total registration of 
over 4,000. The last reminder of 
the old days is the Theological 
School, associated with the Uni- 
versity and the Presbyterian 
Church.

TALKS ON USSR 
FOREIGNPOLICY 

LiDks Russia With Totalitarian 
Imperialist Ambitions

SOCIALIZED MEDICINE

Addresses People's Forum on 
Stalin's Plan for World 
Empire 



"The illusion that Russia 
doesn't belong to the totalitar 
inn .'ct-ti]i !\nd ihiM ^lir wil 
someday join tlie democracies 
to save humanity represents the 
rankest wishful thinking tO' 
day," contended Eugene Lyons 
at the Montreal High School 
Auuditoriiim List night. 

Mr. Lyons, well-known journalist, 
author and editor of the American 
Mercury, addressed the People's 
Forum at their weekly meeting, 
speaking on the topic, "Stalin and 
his plans for World Empire." 

Stating that the recent Molotoff 
visit to Berlin merely signified that 
finally and irrevocably, the two 
main streams of totalitarianism have 
merged into one great river, Mr, 
Lyons dismissed the visit as "a 
piece of showmanship." 

We must discount Russia as a 
left or socialist movement and think 
of ;t in its current state, he said. For 
Bussia is today as different from 
the Russia of Lenin as both are to 
the' Russia of the Romanoffs. In- 
deed it has travelled a long way 
since the original revolutionary 
phsse. and although many in the 
world today are prone to associate 
it with ^revolutionary thought, i t is 
really reactionary, and "the buf 
wark of conservatism." The purge 
of the Leninists and true revolu- 
tionaries illustrate this point, he 
asserted. 

KuaU Aiding Axle 

Contending that Russia is actively 
one of the parly of four and is col 
laborating fully with Germany 
Italy and Japan in their plans for 
world conquest and redistribution 
be said that she was dedicated to 
Hitler's victory as a consequence. 
Although she has been unable to 
supply the Axis with military aid 
and only negligible economic aid 
she has nevertheless played an im- 
portant role in fifth column activ- 
ity. 

"The Communist Internationale 
has developed into '.he greatest pro- 
pagendi machine the world has 
knowr., and plays sn intrinsic role 
in the propaganda of Herr Goebbels. 
In this respect, in the case of France 
and Norway, it played a more use- 
ful part to Hitler than any military 
aid might have done." He went on 
to say that in the light of the Fin- 
nish camapign, he very much fear- 
ed that in any case a Russian army 
would have only proved a liability 
to the German machine. 

Alto Aiding in the East. 

Telling of recent developments in 
the Far East, Mr. Lyons said that 
the Chinese communists had desert- 
ed General Chiang-Kai-Sheck at 
the instigation of Moscow, and were 
now denouncing Anglo-American 
imperialism. This proves quit* con- 
rlutively, he believes, that the old 
Japanese -Russian discord is shelved, 
and that the two now have new in-

H\it would 
it not bo sensible to oivn the doors a lit- 
tle wider, to arrange a reasonable allot- 
ment of teiui'orary stack permits, so that 
at some point in his college entrer each 
student might be able to realize at least 
in part the book wealth which is being 
offered to him? 




PERSONS. r.\rEK.s; .\Nn things by Paul 
Bilki-v; Tlio Ryorçon Press, Toronto. 
1940; pp. 235; ^ZiO. 

It wa.": sheer curiosity that prompted this 
reviewer to pick op "Persons. Papers .ind 
ThinRs" by the Editor-in-Chief of the Moiitroal 
Gazette, but the .ibsorbingly intcrcflinfi qual- 
ity of the book soon dispelled the curious atti- 
tude. Here is a book written by one of the 
outstanding newspapermen in Canada. It is 
a chronicle of his life as a member of that 
elite prf.:r known as the "gentlemen of the 
press." and yet he himself figures in the book 
rather infrequently. The author has resorted 
to the pleasant method of rcLiting the story 
of his life in terms of the national policy and 
economy of Canada. Having run the g.imut 
of all possible positions in the now^p.iixr 
world Mr. Bilkey is well <;iialificd to comment 
on the history of Canada in his own whimsical 
manner. He was for a time an eye-witness to 
the proceedings of the Canadian parliament 
and knew many of the great and near-great 
with an intimacy which is bom only of a re- 
porter's insight and iconoclasm. 

Although he has never left the camp of the 
Conservative party the author is at all times 
impartial in his treatment of Canadian poli- 
ticians, and his vitriolic comment on the score 
of political inefficiency is meted out rather 
generously to both the Government and the 
Opposition. His thumbnail sketches of the 
politicians who occupied the spotlight in the 
Canadian arena for the past forty years leave 
very U-.x'ic i? be dc5;.-ed, and the lively, anec- 
dotal descriptions form a pattern for the im- 
proved teaching of history. At the hands of 
Paul Bilkey Canadian history affumes the 
guise of an adventure story, with a cl:max on 
every page. One g«ts the- impression that the 
author is secretly deriding the frailties of the 
men who shape the destiny of this nation, 
never losing sight of their merits. It is this 
quality of the book that makes it a saga of 
Canada during the Twentieth Century rather 
than the purely autobiograph;':;!! work one 
would expect. 

The style in which the book is written is 
typical of a newspaperman: it is brief, pointed, 
forceful and effective. The chapters are short 
and the incidents amusing. Above all* the 
author nfver losei £:^ht of the fact that the 
r;gn! v. ore ;n the right piace is the primary 
reqj.; f- '.1 eny pietL of good wnung. It is 
With !ni£ idea in mind that Paul Bilkey has 
turned out -e book which does credit to his 
position as Editor-in-Chief of "Canada's Beet 
Newspaper."

MASARYK by Paul Selver; Joseph, London, 
1940; pp. 326. 

Democracy today stands on trial for its life. 
Its efficiency in war and peace, and its ability 
t'^ !.y;\ r modern social problems arc to us, who 
.-.rr f.f^n'.ing to maintain democratic ideals, 
Qui-.'-uoi:.' of piirciri.o'jhi importance. The work 
and opinions of men who gave their lives In 
its service may help us to judge more accur- 
ately the Issues at stake today. Masaryk was 
such a man. His position in the history of his 
country i; uniquo. h. him v.cti; uiiiled Uie 
scholiir. the ;d<;jl,.'-'. .--'i.viiig for imtionul free- 
dom ù7.d tlx piix-ticiil statesman. Paui Scivcr 
has written a biography which i.s scholarly »!■ 
well as interesting. It is based largely on re- 
liable secondary sources but some new mii- 
terlal is included. Especially interesting are 
the biographical ekclcnit wntliii by Masaryk 
himself about hi.'j early years. Tliey give an 
insight into his difficulucb as e Slav boy under 
Austrian rule and the influences which helped 
to form his character. The story of Mnearyk's 
life up to the Great War is the story of the 
gradually-awakening consciousness of the Slav 
peoples in Southeastern Europe. Wc see Au.'.- 
Irian policy, not as it appeared in political and 
diplomatic history, but as it touched the Jives 
of its subject peoples. 

Masaryk says of hla youth "/ gr«w up amid 
such straitened circumstances that J toul-. a a.s 
a matter of course that I was goiug i.^ ijc a 
serf just like the oliiert." 'J'liat Maiaiyk was 
able to achieve education and a scholastic 
career v/aa due to his unique personality, 
great ability and good fortune. During these 
struggles his feelings of Slav nationalism be- 
came solidified. He developed conleinj,! .md 
almost hatred for llicse Slavs who htciiiia' 
Germanized for the fake of j,o.siti.,ii and 
wealth. Mnf.iiyk's moral courage was one of 
his greau..! inuilitics. Whether he was lec- 
turing to students, speaking in the Beichsrat, 
defending the unpopular Jew, Hilsner, dis- 
agreeing with Count Acrenlhai's Balkan policy, 
^ ntyi» Justed j» ^paaim and act on his 



principles. He worked untlringly for equal 
rights (or the Slavs and n measure of national 
autonomy. With the annexation of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina Mnsoryk developed a lepar- 
atlst policy. He felt that no satisfactory solu- 
tion to the Slavic question rcniUl be reached 
under Austrian rule. Ili- .ulviuMird IVccli re- 
."iiftance to Aii.'-liiii. "Wc existed licforo Austria, 
and wo .s1\hI1 exist wlicii Austria Is no more." 

The outbreak of the World War gave htm 
cause to hope for the break-up of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire. Ho spent four years n[ 
grenl creative political effort in the capitals 
of Ihf Aille.":. The .-iuccess of the Crcch cause 
was duo in a lar«r in<';\';iire to tlio skill with 
wliiih Masaryk profoiiled it to Western stales- 
men. Czecha'ilovnkia won It.s independence In 
ini8, and lost it in 1930. But events were al- 
ready moving toward a second world war. 
The cause of Czechoslovak i.t Is bnimd up with 
the grontcr cause of dennicrary rvcrywhcre 
and the naino nf M;isaryk ?l:mils for nuccpss 
against great o<lds. 

Paul Selvcr has dealt with hi.s subject very 
!<ympathotlcally. skilfully presenting Masaryk 
against the background of the period. He hns 
confined himself to Masaryk's life, not touch- 
ing upon the problems confronting the Aus- 
trian government in domestic and foreign 
policy. Nor does lie denl very fully with the 
prominent personalities of the day with whom 
Masaryk was in touch. Selver's style is clear 
and concise but ho has not written as vivid 
n book as Mosaryk's own personality deserves.

Byphilii. 

When Columbus sailed on his his- 
toric voyage he discovered other 
things than the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Before 1402 one can find 
no definite trace of syphilis in Eu- 
rope, but a year or two lalfr il a.<i- 
siimed epidemic proportions there. 
II Is believed thai Columbus' sailors 
contracted the disease in the West 
Indies. .Some of them on tlieir rc- 
lurn Joined the army of Charles 
VIII of Franco and went with him 
to Italy. The army was dispersed in 
Naples and scattered over a ralhcr 
wide area. This series of events is 
thought lo hove been responsible 
for the rapid disscrnlnalion of sy- 
philis in Europe during the closing 
years of the Fifteenth century and 
the opening years of the Sixteenth. 

At first .syphilis was an acute vir- 
ulent di.sea.se oftfn resulting fatally. 
II .seems lo have taken the bcsl part 
of a century lo settle down lo the 
insidious chronic disease we recog- 
nise today. 

For generations a conspiracy of 
.silence surrounded the disease. Our 
predecessors seemed lo think that 
the best way to handle syphilis was 
to .say nothing at all about it and 
so a great part ot the population 
cither knew nothing or secured 
their information by the back door. 
Such information was usually mis- 
aformatlon. The veil of secrecy 
has recently been lifted and rightly 
so, for obviously the only effective 
way to fight this disease it to know 
about it and to have the public will- 
ing to spend money on controlling 
il. 

Syphilis is caused by a queer 
corkscrew-shaped germ called the 
Spirochaela pallida (the pale spiral). 
Its only source in nature, so far as 
we know, is the infected human be- 
ing. Infection may linger a short 
time on inanimate objects, like 
dishes or towels, but by far the most 
frequent method ot transmission is 
sexual contact 

The first sign of syphilis the hard 
sore or chancre, is not always 
alarming. In fact it may be missed 
entirely. This first or local stage 
cures Itself in time and is succeed- 
ed by a secondary stage in which 
the symptoms are generalized. The 
secondary stage passes in a few 
weeks and merges into the third 
stage which actually may last for 
years without producing symptoms. 
During this stage the person may 
slowly acquire disease of the blood 
vessels and nervous system. A pro- 
portion of patients in our mental 
hospitals nré suffering from syphi- 
lis of the nervous system. 

It is said that syphilis is so com- 
mon that 10 per cent, of the popula- 
tion contract il at some tinr.e. Whe- 
ther this estimate ii correct or not 
is not absolutely certain but many 
Investigation! would indlcat* that 
it is not greatly exaggerated. Sur- 
veys of male industrial workers gen 
erally show an Incidence at any 
one time of from 3 to 4 per cent 
Studies of female workers (how a 
lower percentage than that. College 
students, who are for the most part 
young, have an incidence usually 
of about 2 per 1,(100, The longer 
you live the more likely you are to 
contract the disease, 

11 is fortunate that we have 
relinblo lest for delucting syphilis, 
otiicrwise il would often be very 
difficult to diagnose. The Wa&sei- 
mnnn test is one n( the most reli- 
able testa we hqve In medicine, and 
students, it they have the slightest 
reason to suspect infection, should 
not hesitate lo have a Wasaermanu 
tett. 

The control of the disease, so ef- 
fective in some countries, consisu 
essentially In the search ana eli- 
mination of sources of infection 
The finding of case» and Ilielr pro- 
per treatn.eiil eliminule;s danger al 
infection. The mure (he «ouictï 
nf infection arc reduced the fewer 
will be I he new cases. Proper treat- 
ment of the diseuse is unfortunately 
a long and cjcpensive process. The 
cost Is, therefor, beyond the mouns 
of m^iiiy p'.'ople. it is for this ica- 
t.iin lli.il (le.: Irealmtlit uiu::l be 
provlik'd (ill lliusu nul able tu pu). 
'iVealmcnl is good for the individual 
but particularly is it etsenlial (or 
the protection ot society.

Finally the governing system of 
today bears directly and heavily 
upon women as well as men. Since 
university students of both sexes 
will in some mea.sure be held re- 
.•ponsiblr for the remolding of poli- 
tical and economic systems of *he 
future, I think it is only sensible 
that ^hey carry on co-operative dis- 
cussion concerning such vital issues.

Through Its executive it has 
control of all student activities, 
and through its Court it can 
impose discipline up to expul- 
sion on any student. Because it 
I it desired to keep the Queen's 
spirit, fraternities are forbidden 
at Queen's. Several years ago, 
Queen's had a rugby team of 
championship calibre, of which 
several members belonged to a 
fratc-rnily. The playeri vjcre 
tried iX'fore the Court, found 
guilty, and at the expense of 
victory, were removed from the 
team. 

Queen's is a national institu- 
tion; it is doing lUs part in the 



national emergency. It has can- 
celled all intercollegiate sports, 
it has greatly enlarged' the CO. 
T.C., it is giving military train- 
ing to all men over 18, it has 
founded a. War Aid Commis- 
sion, to which profits from 
many campus aalivities go. It is 
providing training for girls In 
the spheres in which they may 
be needed. Many undergradu- 
ates did not return to college, 
having joined the armed forces. 
In the words of its Chancellor 
at the recent convocation, 
"Queen's will carry on."
